The rolation of tho grnUe-
man who is now cxercising the functions of Chief
Kxecntive of this State a.nd holding Ifl abcyance
tho other important oflice of l'nited States Sen¬
ator to currenf polities is so unusual, so anoma-

stamo in our poliriiail histnry where one man

¦818806 assumed M many and such 088881
powers and ftllfftfrt as the present Governor
of this State. Btrt beyond a few scattcred com-

monts, whieh relate rather to tho quostions of
fjood taste and judgment involved than tr» tho
o-sential consideration of dangerous precedent
whieh the situation present*, theie .seems to be
not much feeling anywhere upon the subjoct.

In our view
of it this condition of public opinion illustTates
the perfect confidenee wc all feel in the stabflity
and permanence of our institutions, and the fixed
oonviction that no matter to what heights per¬
sonal selllsh ambition may aspiro or what tem-

jiorary suceesses it may attain. it will in the end

sini|ly o'erleap itseM and tumble to some ridic-
uloo. ending without having done any eerious

damage to the general welfare.
We have so 8UU88_-UMy outlived the Benedict

Arnolds and Aaron Burrs and .Jeffersnn Davises
and Boss Tweeds that wo haye eOEBB to -ook

upon any offort of a singlo man or a ring to
grasp ui'iusual power as rather ridiculous than

dangerous. Instead of being awakened to I

¦OBM of peril or ft*eling an.vthing like alarm al

the absorption of power in the hands of ¦ M-hem-

ing leader or a powerful ling, wo say : "Oh,
let them go on ; give them rope enough and they
will present ly hang thcanselvcs." There's a

choerful eptimism about all this whieh is nov

without itsipleasing side. Hut, after all. is there
not somothing in the prosetnt political situation
in this State whieh shouid awakon KfioM thought
instead of being pa_*ed over with indifferenco?
It is not a particularly pleasant reflection for a

'citizen of the State of New-York that wo aro so

destitute of statesmen, 80 barron of eompeteni
and intelligent men of affairs, so weak in ex¬

eeutive ability and 10 fecble in lawmaking skill
that niily one man among as is tit to be Governor
of the Stato and at the same timo to repicsent
it in the highest legislative body in the land.
But that ta what Mr. David B. Hill is saying
evory one of these Deceml-er days, and what wo

are all listening to, if not. with perfect compla-
oency. at least without any demonstration of
condemnation or disgur-t. Theie were other
men in his own party willing to 8008ft tho oflice
of l'nited States Senator, and not less fit than
he, who could have entered upon its duties wilh-
out other offlcial entanglement. But he sbepped
in and took it. Not content with that, ho said,
with sublimo assurance: " I am so important to

the State as its Governor that 1 must continue
in that offlce also," and so continuea to hold both.
Not only tha*, but with unparalleled gieed of

power and shamcless audacity he haa signalized
his retention of the Exeeutive offleo by prosti-
tuting its fnnctions to the basest of partisan
U5cs in a high-handed attempt to foree upon the
Stato a Legir-ature, not of the peoplo's, but of
his own choosing. It might be added, though
they are matters of minor consequence, that be-
sides the multifarious functions he has rhus on-

grossed he haa put himself in absolute controi
of tho organization of his ptirty in the State, and
by unseemly interference with tbe preliminary
proceodings in the organization of the branch
of Congress of whieh he il not a member has
reached out fnr unlimited controi of his party in
tho Nation. In other countiies a man of such
overweening concoifc and ovcrpowering ambi¬
tion, with such resources as he has shown of
cunning, craft and chieaneiy, would be eooad-
ored dangerous. There have been timc*> when
he would have been so considercd here, and
aioused public sentsment would have adminis-
tei-d a reproof so indignant and so forceful «hat
even he could not holp feeling it through his
brazen asMirance and pachydermatous ooocatt.
But tho popular mood to-day h appaiently that
of indifference, and tho disposition il to " give
him rope enough/' We are not pes.simists, but
wo have heretofore taken occasion to say that
David 11.

PLA1X WORDS AliOUT CHILI.
There is a rudical nnstiko made by nearly all

Democratic journals in their trcatment of the
Chilian complications. They 8888881 that the
ill-will displayed by the Southern lepublic
toward the L'nited St' ;es is attribiitable to special
causes, such as th diplomatic courso of the
Stato Department at the close of tho war with
Feru, the-piirsuit of tho Itata, thc naval manoeu-

vres of the American fleet and rccent proceed-
ings of Minister Egan. They contend that
ChJUaa resentment has been camed by the over-

boaring and meddlesome conduct of tho State

Department in these matteis, and that when it
culminated in the assault u|>on the Baltimore's
men at YalpaiaLso Americans wero simply ieap-
ing what they had aown. This general view
is grounded upon misapprchetision of the essen-

tial 08888 of Chilian hostility to the l'nited
SUUOv

Chili is inhabited by the mnst pafriotic, enter-

prising and ambitinis racc in >outh America.
It is tim only nation in that ijuarter of the wurld
whieh B8J wajjed Mweeflfo] wars of coaqoost
and etttarged its tenitoiies ;jt tho eip8B81. of Ml
livals. It il the nioM iggmiire eoiintiy in
tiopjinl Amerie... and has tli(> l.e.st Bfhtiag Ktock
in its army and its navy. By its victories in tho
Wtjst Co.ist war and by the deveJopnnnt of i:>
OOaUWK-ll BMrilM and mininj,' and agticultural
int-nr-ts it has lecuied a poesition of pioniimOMO
in the Siutliein Heinisphere. It is in the noitii-
ern half of the continent alone that Cbili has
any rival to disputc iu tMtnJMncj in tho -\in*ri-
ean family of nations. For that 188808 a patii-
otic and vain^lorious I8C8 dLsJikes the UaitOd
States. Any one \jho h;w had personil 80*
ijiiaintance with Chilians in their own country
knows (hai tha* aro infudinately jealous of Hm
l'nited States. It is this feeling of jealou>y
whieh promotossensitivenoKs and irritation when-
ever the two cfiuntries aro brought into di|ilu-
niaie relation*. Chiii, having 80 rivals whom
she feais 08 th<^ West Coast, and proudlv as-

iait-Bfl her tii'ccndaniy ainciiig tho Southern u-

pobi-CS, is ah\ays dlBpOaod ll eherish l88BBtaMBtl
against the Northern Coninicnwealth.
This feeling was enteitained by Balmaceda

no less than by the Congix.._ional leaders who
are now in power. A year before tbc civil wa*,

which rcsulred diaarfrou^} for hia Governmenl
he sent deJegates bo the Pan-American Congrew
who were markedly hnstile to the proposed in-
ternatioiial policy becaiwe they c.hose to 88888-8
rhat it embodied tho lendciship of Ihe l'nited
States in a continenta* leatfuc of nations. Those
d.lcgates were uticeasing in their efforts tn thwart
th.* ainis ot that dinlomatic conferenee, and in
many way- rcvaJed the national jealousy of
the Vnit.-d States. Tfiere had been no Itata

episode; there had been no diplomatic ennrro-

..oisie** over lighta of anylnm ; and there had
beon no American cruiws on the West Coast of
Chili; but hostility and jea'mi<ry existed and
wero plainly shown.
The l'nited SUtes is so paoific in it* foreign

relations and f*o well-disjo-ed toward all the
uni'.d that iti i<* not easy for Ameiicans to be
convinced that there is a nation on this continent
that dislikes them and would be well pleased
if it, ever had a chance of aending its best oruison,
north io shell San Francisco. Nevertheless, that
h tlie fact, and our people may a.s welll recognizo
lt. That the feeling of resentrnent is not re-

tiimod it is almost BBB8_8ai to add. Amerieans
have every reason for liking tho Chilians for
their line qualities as a raee and for their pro-
grosaive tendencies as a nation. It ought to be
one of the chief aims of American diplomaey to

restoro the fricndliest poarihlp relatkui-s with
Chili; but in order to do this a firm. iineompro-
mising stand must lie taken whenever tho honor
of tho l'nited States Ls at stake, as it has been
in the Itata affair and in tho Yalparaiso out-

rages. lt would be tho worst possiblo result, if
through weakness, (tinioroasness and indulgene*
on the part of tho l'nited States Chili should
Hnd cause for a vaingflorious feeling that it had
triumphed over it.i great rival. That would be
sowing dishonor, and tho reaping would ccftoc in
a future West Coiwt war.

evils of our eleetion system and suggefds tiho

;i]i] (lintmeiiT of a commission to deviso 8 way
of i-emoving or mitigating them. This, subjcct
ought to be soberly discussed in C'ongross and
among tho people. Jf tho deBBBBBI of dBBger
aro not removed while the times ate tianquil we

may suddenly find otirselves confionted by an

oniorgeiicy of the most seriou* charaeter. It is
not reaso'nablo to tiiist that the future will re-

peat tho fortunate ex-apes of the past. Thc pub¬
lic has boen singularly indifferent to the. prob-
ability that j>ori»l*'xiri«*«. and perils would ariso

at some day to vex if not to enilu-oil tho coiin-

try. lt is only within a half dozen years that
tho great qoeatfon of tlie l,r(*-i(l<-iiiial succcssion
has been settled. Numeroiis points lelating to

the life and poweisof the F.lectoial Collogcs still
remain undetermined. lt is conceivablo, for in-
stance, that it might be a matter of the utmost

iniportanco thnt tho electors of a State should
be able to roconveno and aet. Hut it is very
doubtful if any i**ower to reassomblo and tikc
valid action remains to them after the College
has been onco dissolvcd.
The general subje-ct of Federal elections was

impios-w-d ui>on the Fresideiit's mind by the
specific enactment of tbo last .Michigan Legis-
laturo ])i*oviding for tho ehoice of electoi-s by
districts. It is not pretended by any ono in

Michigan or elsewhere that thfcf law was passed
in obedience to a general and delibcrate con-

viction that the pievailing .svstem was in-

tnnsitally bad. It was passed edniply because
tho Democrats who were in power in that State

saw a chance to make kuto of electorai votes
which would otherwiso bo \a**% to their party.
The Constitution of the l'nitod States ptoviden
that, each State shall appoinr etooton " in such
manner as the Logislaturo thereof may direct,"
and, relying upon this, the Legislature of Michi¬
gan direeted that they should bo appointed in
a manner which will insnre the aocomplishmetrt
of a partisan purpo**?. The Democrats of Michi¬
gan claim that this is h right which the Constitu-
tinii gives them.

Hut what reason ih there why aM the procesnes

of tha investigation should not be thrown open
to the public? Wby should not all tbe wituei-cs

who are to be examined by tho experts give their

testimony in public? In other words, why -hould

not the investigating cngineet- conduct their

inquiry with open doors and admit tho reportei-
to all their proceedings ? Is there anytbing con¬

nected with rhis most important matter tliat

ought to be conccaled? It is the eommon be-
lief that the crushing of tho conduit W9t the
direct result of the fact that thc contractors were

allowed to pile unlimited quantities of sand on

it from their adjarent exravation, and that they
were pormitted to do thls through either cfrc-
lessncss or compiacenco on the part of the De¬

partment ofCity Works. The public has a right
to know all the fact*; it ought not to bo con-

tient mcrely with the eonclusions whieh the

engineers arrive at upon those facta. If Mayor
Chapin had any public spirit, he would Insist at

onee upon having this investigaHon held with

wide-open doors. But thc in«en_ribility whieh he
has shown a* respcet- public opinion, cspecially
in holding fast to tho Mayoralty after accepting
a seat in Congress, weems to make an appeal to
him hopelcss. But City Works Commissioner
Adams ought to feel a strong desire to improvo
hls position in the eyes of the community. Ho
has been badly disercdited by the water-works
accident. A simple request from him would in-
duce/ the expert engineers to chango their policy
in this matter. Will not his failure to speak it
inevitably lead to tho conclusion that he fcars
tho re-ult of a free and open investigation?

THE DISTRESSED FARMER'S BILL.
While Senator I'effer and others are engaged

in loading down the Senate and the House w.th
hills fnr the roliof of agricultural ddstress, l£ might
bo well to glance at oertain other bills of much
more practical value to the farmor, namely, the
bills ho has pnesented and been paid, for produets
sold within a few* months. It is true, only a

faint conception of the magnirudo of these billu
can be formed from oommercial statistics, be¬
cause theso cover only recordod receipts at very
few points. The Boards of Trade and other
commercial bodies at the North aro oontent wibh
records of receipts of grain at only nine Western
points, and scareoly' any records are obtainable
of"receipts of cattle and hogs, while of thc sales
of farmeis to looal traders, elevators, and denlers
not for shipments through the chief centres thero
is no record whatever.

Yot the bills whieh the farmer has presented
for grain alone, and only through the dealers of
nino Western citios, aro of considerable inagni-
tude. Then when the receipts of cotton alone
Bi tho few out-ports and at thirty-one interior
towns since Scptember 1 aro added, without
making any account for other Southern farm
produets, the amount already paid to the farmers
is found to be large indeed. Taking the farm
prices as they have just b,een reported by the
Agricultural Department, and tho recorded re¬

ceipts at nine points for grain from Augnst 1 to
December ">, and at points abovc named for
cotton from Septoml)er 1 to December 11, tho
faiinei's bili would iead substantiailly thus :

Tho disrressed farmer already has had his pay

for these produets at .east, and for other produets
in the aggregate probably worth about as much
more. His distress appears to be of a rather
unusual type. Manufaeturers and merchants
generally have to sell on credit, but the farmer
sells for cash, if indeed much of the priee has
not been proviously advanced to him in goods
or money. Within four months he haa taken in
more cash than any othcr branch of trade in tho
L'nited States takes in during an entire year, and
has recelved better prices than usual for the best
crops ever grown, and yet his professed defend-
em in Cdngi-eus insist that his great distresB
neods immediato legislative relief.
No doubf it is true that a considerable part

of tho money the farmer has received has gono
to pay debt*. A great many farmers owed _ome-

thing on their farms, and have been paying off
morfgages this year. Whether they were wi/w
in buying morc land than they could pay for il
another question. Many other farmers havo
borrowed money to pay their hands, or to pay
for implements and machinery, or had run in
debt .br suppiics to supporf their hands. Whether
it would not have boen wiscr for them had they
saved OOOM working capital for such purpose.
and bnught I little less land is another question.
But it is plain enough rhat the farmer has sold
this year enough produets already to dear off
a vast body of indebtedness, and, moreover, he
haa barely begun to sell, sim*o the produets yot
to be sent to market include more than three
times as much wheat, moro than flfty times as

much corn, and fiftecn times as much oats as he
has yet marketed. His bili thus far covcm only
part of what he has found time to markct in
tom busy months before the closing of roads
and tho lakes by wiuter. And tho rest of his
hill will arrive after a timo.
Tho only real reliof for the farmer reaehes

him when he has good markots and fair prices
for his produets. This year he has been hdlpcd
by a bountiful season, helped hy an industrial
policy whieh has built up a multitudo of faetories
and mills crowded with workcrs who eonsume

his produets, helped by Reciprocity whieh opens
better markots abroad, and hdlpod by rhe miR-
fortune*. of agriculturo in other countries. The
va>t network of railrotids all over the West is
so cranuncd with cars engaged in moving the
farmers' produets that the blockado in called a

car famino by merchants, and over 20,000 new

cais 8880 been ordeied within ttwo weeksby only
a few of tbe railroads. Relief for tho farmer
comes when tho rolling whcols of a million cars

take his produets to market, and not from tho

speeehe- or bilM of those who talk about his dis-
trest..

It !. a fact that Methodism does not show the
same relatlve increase in the large cities that
some other denominations show. lt seems to

flourlih most in the coujitry and in the smaller
towns. Bnt thin is due to its neculiar eccle_iastical
character and organization, rather than to any
failure on the part of its meniliers in the great
cities to do their duty. In fact, the Methodist
lalty in the large cities arc among the
most enlightened and propreesive members of the

Chureh, and, as every one knnws, thc best preaeh-
ers of the denomination take their turn in minister-

ing to thc churehes in the large cities. If, in spite
of these facts, and in spite of its faithful and

valliant efforts to maintain itself, Methodism is
declining in the largc centres of population, it
must bc because there is something in the system
of Methodism that makes it less successful than
other rellgious bodies in coping with the com-

plex problems of urban Hfc.

If the authoiship of Governor Hill's Klmira
